Two Penal Complex kitchens have operated in 


violation of sanitation guidelines since 1968 with 
the knowledge of prison and health officials. 


Both are health hazards and would "definitely 


be out of business by now" if they weren't state- 
run, according to one State Health Department of- 
ficial. 


The Nebraska Civil Liberties Union will file a 


lawsuit in district court this week on behalf of 
Penal Complex inmates, NCLU Director Barb 
Gaither said Monday. 


Meanwhile, prison officials have begun a 


cleanup 


107, 77 Demerits 


According to State Health Department records 


examined by The Star, the reformatory and 
penitentiary main kitchens received .107 and 77 
demerits respectively in inspections last month. 


In addition, the trustee dormitory kitchen got 


42 demerits, the penitentiary staff kitchen 32 and 
the reformatory staff kitchen 20. 


Thirty-one to 40 dements indicates sanitation 


barely complying with minimum Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare standards. 


Fred Jolly. Nebraska housing and environmen- 


tal health division director, said the main kitchens 
have been above 40 demerits since 1968.Jn May 
1975 the reformatory and penitentiary main 
kitchens got 136 and 78 demerits respectively. They 
fell to 67 and 77 dements in November.

Would Be dosed 


"If they (prison kitchens) were under the 


license or permit system (as restaurants are), they 
would definitely be out of business by now," Jolly 
said. 


In the reformatory main kitchen, inspectors 


found: 


Flooded floors, moldy coolers, a "dilapidated 


and ineffective" dishwasher, paint peeling from 
the walls and ceiling, mouse droppings and dead in- 
sects in food storage areas, a case of butter stored 
at room temperature, spilled sacks of dry in- 
gredients, kitchen workers smoking and wearing 
dirty uniforms, plastic utensils being washed and 
reused. 


Grease On Everything 


". . . The hood filters, as well as just about 


everything in the kitchen, had a film of grease on 
their surfaces, including washed pots and pans," 
the inspectors noted. 


In the penitentiary main kitchen, they found: 
Pitted, dented and cracked kitchen utensils, 


dirty walls and floors ("some areas ... no longer 
cleanable"), a pipe leaking in a freezer, a garbage 
disposal that spilled trash on the floor. 


Damaged kitchen utensils are dangerous 


because they can't be properly cleaned.

the Health Department complaining of "roaches 
crawling around in milk dispensers, food and

900 Eat There 


The penitentiary main kitchen serves 600 in- 


mates, the reformatory main kitchen about 300, ac- 
cording to Warden Robert Parratt. 


A recent Alabama court decision held that 


prison kitchens must meet the same standards as 
restauratns and that lack of funds is no excuse, 
Gaither said. 


State law requires the Health Department to 


'enforce sanitation standards at the penitentiary 
and reformatory, inspecting them at least once a 
year. When an insanitary condition is confirmed, 
the department "shall cause civil or criminal 


proceedings to be brought against the ... 
in- 


stitutions ..." the law says. 


Legal counsel Gary Snowden said the depart- 


ment is reluctant to use such measures against 
another state office. That should be up to the at- 
torney general, he said. 


Can't dose Them 


The Health Department has been seeking 


voluntary compliance because it can't realistically 
close the prison kitchens, Jolly said. 


"Those fellows (inmates) can't go out to eat," 


he said. "We could condemn the stuff (deficient 
equipment) but getting the money (to replace it) 
from the Legislature is another thing." 


Health Department inspectors said their 


reports never brought any action. 


'Considerable Effort' Urged 


"A considerable effort by your staff is needed 


to bring the facilities up to standards," one letter 
said. "We ... urge that corrections be made as 
soon as possible," said another. "Should you have 
any further questions, please contact this office." 


After the March inspection, the Health Depart- 


ment requested a meeting with Correctional Ser- 
vices Director Joe Vitek, Jolly said. According to 
Jolly, Vitek said he was "very concerned" and 
wanted to meet "as soon as possible." 


No meeting had been held as of late last week. 
Vitek said he wrote a "strong letter" to Parratt 


after the March inspection, prompting a cleanup 
operation.

Wafer Rate Formula 
Picked, Figures Blank 
Georgian Calls Carter 'Racist

City lawmakers and ad- 


ministrators finally got together 
Monday in deciding what type of 
water rates they want to charge 
consumers. 


The City Council opted for an 


increasing block rate formula, 
but gave the Public Works 
Department another week to 
plug in the dollars and cents 
which will determine how much 
Lincolnites' water bills will be 
this summer. 


Under the plan, water rates 


will be determined by an es- 
calating formula. A customer 
will pay so much per unit up to a 
certain level of use. If be uses 
more than that level, he will be 
charged a higher price per unit, 
up to another level. Beyond the 


second level, he will pay even 
more per unit, and so on. 


The council tried to limit its 


discussion to the type of rate for- 
mula it wanted at the instigation 
of Councilman Bob Jeambey. 
Jeambey proposed the ad- 
ministration figure out what the 
actual rates should be, as his 
fellow council members tossed 
out different figures for the 
rates. 


Jeambey For Simplicity 


"We shouldn't be sitting 


around here quibbling over pen- 
nies," he said, adding, "I want to 
keep it simple and you guys want 
to make it complicated."

SS Million Needed

Atlanta (UPI) — Georgia civil rights leader 


Hosea Williams Monday called Jimmy Carter a 
"racist" and asked the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Sr.. U.S. Rep. Andrew Young, D-Ga., and the Rev. 
Ralph D. Abernathy to withdraw their support of 
the former governor. 


Williams, a state representative and head of 


the Atlana chapter of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, said Carter's use of the 
phrase "ethnic purity" in discussing urban bousing 
patterns has not been sufficiently explained. 


He said he was not satisfied with Carter's sub- 


sequent apology for using the words and pledge to 
support open housing if elected president 


"You can't be for ethnic purity and open 


housing." said Williams. "That's like being for 
Jesus Christ and tbe devil at tbe same time." 


Williams said the three black leaders should 


"withdraw their support" from Carter "until Mr. 
Carter comes forth and publicly makes himself un- 
equivocabh/ clear on where he stands on integrated 
neighborhoods and unlimiated open housing." 


Williams, a minister serving on the national 


SCLC board, charged that "the truth slipped out of 
Jimmy Carter, and a man can't apologize for telling 


the truth. According to Jimmy Carter's record, 
Jimmy Carter is a racist." 


Williams said he is not endorsing any 


presidenial candidates currently running "but I 
could endorse Ralph Nader with my eyes closed." 
He said he could support Carter "if he starts 
thinking right." 


Williams said he contacted Young, a longtime 


lieutentant of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. in the 
SCLC, but received no commitment to abandon 
Carter. Dr. Martin Luther King Sr. and Young have 
campaigned for Carter in Northern states, and Dr. 
Abemathy has attended some of his campaign 
functions in Georgia. 


In the North, Henry Jackson, aiming to derail 


Carter's bandwagon, took his attack on Carter's 
positions to Indiana Monday. 


Speaking in Indianapolis, the Washington 


senator — who has become Carter's chief an- 
tagonist in recent days — said the May 4 Indiana 
primary will be the first head-to-head test between 
them. 


Morris Udall, the other major Democratic con- 


tender, has been ruled off the Indiana ballot but is 
appealing to the Supreme Court He was concen- 
trating his efforts in Pennsylvania, whose April 27 


primary is the next on the political calendar and 
vital to his chances of survival. 


Jackson said Carter's shifting positions raise 


"the issue of competency versus myself and 
Congressman Udall... it goes to the question of 
whether the man (Carter) has the judgment to 
serve as the president of the United States." The 
issues he said Carter has waffled on are abortion, 
nght-to-work, equal housing opportunity and farm 
prices 


Udall searched for votes along Philadelphia's 


busy Chestnut Street during lunch hour. He 
acknowledged being in the middle of a "stop- 
Carter" movement, saying, "I've been trying to 
stop Carter for months. I'm trying to stop 
everybody.' 


In a decision bearing on the presidential race, a 


federal appeals court Monday upheld a Federal 
Communications Commission order relaxing 
"equal time" regulations for news conferences and 
debates. 


Under the new FCC ruling, braodcasters can 


use their own news judgment to determine 
whether certain news conferences or debates are 
"bona fide news events" and therefore are not 
forced to provide equal time for all candidates.

By LYNN ZERS CHUNG 
S lar S taff Writer 
City lawmakers and ad­ 
ministrators finally got together 
Monday in deciding what type of 
water rates they want to charge 
consumers. 
The City Council opted for an 
increasing block rate formula, 
but gave the Public Works 
Department another week to 
plug in the dollars and cents 
which will determine how much 
Lincolnites' water bills will be 
this summer. 
Under the plan, water rates 
will be determined by an es­ 
calating formula. A customer 
will pay so much per unit up to a 
certain level of use. If he uses 
more than that level, he will be 
charged a higher price per unit, 
up to another level. Beyond the 


second level, he will pay even 
more per unit, and so on. 
The council tried to limit its 
discussion to the type of rate for­ 
mula it wanted at the instigation 
of Councilman Bob Jeambey. 
Jeambey proposed the ad­ 
ministration figure out what the 
actual rates should be, as his 
fellow council members tossed 
out different figures for the 
rates. 


Jeambey For Simplicity 
“ We shouldn’t be sitting 
around here quibbling over pen­ 
nies," he said, adding, “I want to 
keep it simple and you guys want 
to make it complicated."

Charles told the council that any

Patricia Hearst's judge delayed 
final sentencing on her bank 
robbery conviction Monday and 
ordered the heiress committed 
to a federal institution for exten- 
sive psychiatric studies 


The surprise move by U.S 


District Court Judge Oliver J. 
Carter prolonged the suspense 
surrounding the ultimate fate of 
the kidnap victim-tumed-bandit. 


"The court finds that it 


requires more detailed informa- 
tion before it can make a final 
determination of sentence to be 
imposed," Carter explained. 


He chose a course of action 


suggested by Miss Hearst's chief 
attorney, F Lee Bailey, who 
urged "a further in-depth 
medical evaluation of this case." 
The examinations could take 90 
days, and Carter said he would 
grant another three months if 
needed. 


As a required formality, the 


judge temporarily imposed "the 
maximum sentence under law" 
for armed bank robbery and use 
of a firearm in a felony — 35 
years Carter said, however, be 
plans to reduce that penalty 
when the heiress comes before 
him for final sentencing — 
"How much, I am not now 
prepared to say." 


As outlined by Carter, the op- 


tions include 25 years with the 
maximum sentences served con- 
currently, probation with no 
further jail term, or anything in 
between. 


In explaining his choices, the 


judge sternly indicated his own 
view that Miss Hearst's convic- 
tion as a willing bank robber was 
sustained by the evidence in her 
eight-week trial. His comments 
made it appear that the 65-year- 
old jurist was not inclined 
toward leniency at this time. 


"The offense here of which 


the defendant was found guilty is 
a most serious offense and one 
which ... could be classified as 
being both brutal and violent," 
the judge said. 


Three weeks ago, a jury found 


the 22-year-old Miss Hearst guil- 
ty of willingly joining Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
members in robbing a Hibernia 
Bank branch in San Francisco on 
April 15,1974,10 weeks after the 
tiny band of terrorists had kid- 
naped her. 


She was calm and unsurprised 


by the judge's ruling. Her at- 
torneys had prepared her for the 
possibility. 


"Patty knew in advance," 


lawyer Al Johnson said later. 
"She understood what our 
recommendation would be prior 
to going into court. She con- 


sented to our proposal." 


U.S. Marshal Frank X. Klein 


said after the court proceedings 
that Miss Hearst would undergo 
the psychiatric evaluations at the 
Metropolitan 
Correctional 


Center in San Diego. 


He said the bank robber- 


heiress would be flown to Los 
Angeles on Wednesday for a 
pretnal hearing on state kid- 
naping, robbery and assault 
charges stemming from a crime 
spree there a month after the 
Hibernia Bank holdup. 


She will be taken to the 


federal facility in San Diego 
after the Los Angeles hearing, 
Klein said. 


The auburn-haired Miss 


Hearst, pale and thin, was clad 
in a gray vested pants suit with 
peach-colored blouse as she 
strode into the packed 
courtroom for the first time 
since her March 20 conviction.

National Wheat Allotment 


Is 62.2 Million Acres

Wheat farmers will have a slight- 
ly larger 1977 national allotment 
of 62.2 million acres, the es- 
timated land needed to produce 
enough wheat for U.S. export 
and domestic requirements the 
following year, the Agriculture 
Department said Monday. 


The national wheat allotment 


for the 1976 crop was set a year 
ago at 61.6 million acres. 


By law, the department is re- 


quired to announce the follow- 
ing year's wheat allotment by 
April 15. This year's hearvest 
will begin in about six weeks in 
the southern plains. But farm- 
ers will begin planting their 1977 
winter wheat crop by Sep- 
tember. 


"The national allotment does 


not represent a limit on the 
amount of wheat that may be 
planted," officials said. 


"Rather, it is used solely as a 


basis for making payments to 
wheat growers should the mar- 
ket price for wheat fall below 
the established target price or if 
growers qualify for disaster 
payments." 


Farmers have indicated that 


they intend to plant about 77.2 
million acres to wheat for the 
1976 harvest including the win- 
ter crop planted last fall. Thus, 
the allotment of 61.6 million ac- 
tres for 1976 represents about 
80^c of what farmers actually 
intend to plant.

allotment of 62.2 million acres is

swelling Souris River, volunteers and engineers 
molded tons of dirt into dikes Monday to protect 
this general North Dakota community from what 
could be the worst flood in its history. 


The river was expected to crest at a record 


high in a week, but residents and authoritites 
were not waiting for disaster to strike. 


A $2 million dike-building project was 


nearing completion along a 35-mile stretch 
manned by the National Guard, Minot Air Force 
Base personnel and hundreds of volunteers under 
the coordination of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 


"We're hoping the dikes will hold, but its 


always a problem with fresh dirt, with a lot 
depending on the weather," said Mike 
Bartholomay, a corps spokesman. 


Secondary dikes were being built behind the 


main defenses in especially vulnerable areas. 


About one-third of the town's population, 


from 12,000 to 15,000 people, were moving out of 


the lower areas, taking as much of their furniture 
and other belongings with them as they could. 


"Right now it's on a voluntary basis, but by 


Thursday everybody has to be out," Bartholomay 
said. "We're sealing off the area." 


The town's motels were packed, and 


residents unable to find lodging with friends and 
relatives were staying in schools and other public 
buildings where temporary dormitories were set 
up. 


"We know it's coming," Mayor Chester 


Reiten said. "This is the period of waiting, but 
I'm still reasonably confident we can hold the 
water in the dikes." 


The National Weather Service estimates the 


river will crest next Monday at eight feet above 
flood stage, with water flowing through town at a 
rate of 10,000 cubic feet per second. 


A flood next week would be the fourth in 


seven years to hit Minot located 60 miles south of 
the Canadian border. The river winds between 
two hills in the city. 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Senate Monday approved, 62-22, 
a $412.6 billion federal budget 
for next year, $17 billion more 
than President Ford requested. 


It gave Ford almost all the 


money he asked for defense and 
more than he sought for energy, 
jobs for the unemployed, educa- 
tion, health, welfare and 
veterans. 


It rejected his proposal for 


$11.5 billion in new tax cuts next 
year and his plan to raise payroll 
taxes for Social Security and un- 
employment 


The Senate's proposed budget 


would produce a $50.2 billion 
deficit in 1977, smaller than this 
year's $76 billion, but $7 billion 
more than Ford proposed for 
next year. 


However, the Senate Budget 


Committee, which drafted the 
Senate proposal, said that if 
Ford had computed the deficit 
the way it did, his would have 
been nearly as big — $49.3 
billion. 


Ford's budget director, James 


T. Lynn, said, "The Senate ac- 
tion today plays Russian 
Roulette with inflation. I 
sincerely hope the House of 
Representatives will know 
better." 


Lynn said the Senate budget 


adds "unnecessary or un- 
desirable" spending and tells the 
American people: "Sorry folks, 
we just can't give you the tax 
cuts the President thinks you 


should have.1" 


The Senate acted after voting 


down several proposals to 
change national priorities in the 
budget. 


It rejected 46 to 39 a proposal 


by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., to 
add $100 million to improve 
criminal justice for juveniles, 
and rejected 58 to 27 another 
Bayh proposal to cut $500 
million from defense spending 
next year and to reduce defense 
budget authority by $2.6 billion, 
some of which would be spent in 
future years. 


If voted down 62 to 23 a 


proposal by Sen. James L. 
Buckley, Con.-R-N.Y., to cut 
$6.8 billion in spending for 
natural resources, community 
development, education, health 
and welfare. Buckley argued 
that the Senate budget would 
bring more inflation and a possi- 
ble new recession. 


The Senate rejected 55 to 30 a 


proposal by Sen. Walter D. 
Huddleston, D-Ky., to add $121 
million to agricultural research 
and extension programs. 


It turned down a proposal by 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., to add $3.2 billion for 
jobs, health, meals for the elder- 
ly, community development and 
rural water and sewer projects. 


The House votes on the budget 


later this month. Then both 
houses will work out budget 
targets in May and refine them 
in September.

Dwight, I1L (AP) — Dawn was still an hour 


away Monday when Dwight's 3,800 residents 
were scared out of their beds by sirens and police 
bullhorns warning of deadly bromine gas 
creeping toward them like fog.

It got so damn crazy 
for awhile I didn't even notice the time," said 
Marvin Ringo, Dwight Civil Defense director and 
police captain. 


"By P.A. system, Civil Defense sirens, door to 


door and mouth to ear," the word got out he 
added. 


The gravel roads leading out of the farm town 


80 miles southwest of Chicago were lined with 


hundreds of cars, all with their heaters on in the 
29-degree weather. 


Most persons took time to dress before fleeing, 


but the residents of the Continental Manor Nur- 
sing Home were whisked out of town in their 
night clothes. 


One resident of the home who identified herself 


only as Eva said she felt fine but it was "the first 
time I've ever gone out without any clothes on." 


About 400 persons crammed into the clubhouse 


of the Dwight Country Club, a small frame 
building with seating for about 75.

London (UPI) - A committee of the House' 


of Lords ruled Monday that the title Lord 
Ampthill should belong to Geoffrey Russell "the 
Russell Baby" whose alleged virgin birth has 
titillated British society more than 50 years. 


The unanimous recommendation by the nine- 


peer committee was not binding and could be 
overturned by the Hou.sc of Lords. 


The 54-year-old Russell's right to the title was 


challenged by John Russell, a 25-year-old accoun- 
tant who claimed he was the only true son of the 
third Baron Amptrull, who died in 1973. 


The challenge caused yet another rehearing 


of the "Case of the VirR.n Birth." a long series of 
juicy trials arising from the claim by Christabel 


Lady Ampthill, that she had borne Geoffrey 
without ever knowing a man. 


Chnstabel's husband, a year after Geoffrey 


was born in 1921, sued her for divorce on the 
grounds their marriage was never consummated 
He charged that the son was the result of 
Christabel's liaison with another man. 


Chrislabel, a noted beauty who died at 80 two 


months ago. admitted the marriage had not been 
consummated but denied relations with any other 
man. 


Medical evidence was introduced to indicate 


she was still a virgin when the baby was born. 


The case was tried twice. The first jury failed 


to agree. The second jury ruled against 


Christabel, finding, in effect, that Geoffrey was il- 
legitimate and thus had no right to inherit the ti- 
tle upon his father's death. 


Christabel appealed the case and lost, then 


appealed again to the House of Lords and won. In 
1926 she got a court declaration that Geoffrey was 
the lawful offspring of John and Christabel 
Russell. 


Chnstabel divorced her husband m 1937 and 


Lord Ampthill remarried immediately. His se- 
cond wife died 10 years later and Lord Ampthill, 
who had rebuilt the family fortune, married a 
third time. 


John Russell was born of this marriage. 
His petition to the House of Lords brought 


the old scandal into the open again. Once more 
John challenged Geoffrey to take a blood test and 
Geoffrey refused, saying blood samples taken 
before Lord AmpthiU's death could have been 
tampered with 


Lord Wilberforce, chairman of the House of 


Lords committee, said the decision was un- 
animous that John Hussell "has not made out his 
claim to the said barony" but Geoffrey Russell 
had done so. 


The ruling will go to the full House of Lords, 


which in turn will make a recommendation to 
Queen Elizabeth II. The queen will rule according 
to their recommendation.

Hundreds of riot police repulsed

The Cyprus government had 


taken unprecedented measures 
to protect the embassy, which 
was stoned in a similar 
demonstration last Tuesday. In 
August 1974 Ambassador Rodger 
P. Davies was killed by a rifle 
bullet during a riot against the 
embassy. 


Successive waves of rioters 


defied a barrage of tear gas and 
police baton charges for nearly 
three hours before fleeing into 


nearby streets Monday. 


Minor clashes continued as 


darkness 
fell, but the 


demonstrators were pushed well 
back from the embassy com- 
pound without managing to 
reach it. At least six persons 
were reported injured. 


Before the latest demonstra- 


tion, the embassy was ringed 
with coils of barbed wire strung 
across empty lots next to the five 
story building, itself heavily 
protected with more barbed 
wire and wiremesh over all 
doors and windows. 


The demonstrators managed 


to tear down the first line of 
barbed wire two streets from the 
embassy, pushing back the 
police. 


But the police held their 


ground at the next line, only 50 
yards from the embassy 
building, eventually beating the 
rioters back after several 
charges. 


The demonstrations started 


with a rally in the main square of 
the capital followed by a march 
through the main streets to the 
embassy, two miles away. 


The demonstrators 
carried 


Cyprus flags and hundreds of 
placards with such slogans as 
"Kissinger rewards the Turkish 
assassins of the people of 
Cyprus," "Kissinger Murderer," 
"We Demand Justice and the 
Return of the Refugees to their 
Homes." 


Other placards appealed to the 


U.S. Congress and the American 
people to nullify the agreement 
under which Turkey is to receive 
$1 billion in American military 
aid. The pact faces tough opposi- 
tion in Congress. 
Several 


representatives have expressed 
doubts the accord will be ap- 
proved unless progress is made 
on solving the Cyprus issue. 


Turkey invaded Cyprus alter a 


Greek officer-led coup toppled 
the Cyprus government and 
made plans to join the island to 
Greece. Turkish troops and 
Turkish Cypriots then took over 
the prosperous northern part of 
the island and remain there to 
this day. The Greek Cypriots are 
concentrated in the southern 
portion.

sent stocks and bonds plunging

How NOT To Stop Carter 


The Coalition for Open Government 


decided this last weekend to halt its peti- 
tion drive to place the Sunshine Initiative 
on the fall ballot in favor of monitoring a 
Legislature-passed substitute which Gov 
Jim Exon says he will sign Exon was the 
first to sign the Sunshine petition 


The petition drive had been marking 


time during the last few months as the 
Nebraska Unicameral debated its own 
political reform package A bill, LB987, 
containing some provisions of the com- 
prehensive Sunshine proposal, but 
loosening or omitting some of the restric- 
tive provisions, was passed on the final day 
of the session Much of the amending had 
been done at the suggestion of the 
Nebraska Republican Party 


Some senators believed that passage of 


some kind of campaign and lobbying con- 
trol legislation was necessary to head off a 
successful petition drive and the chances 
that voters would enact a proposal too 
strict for their liking Others, believing the 
petition drive had little chance for 
success, were not very interested in 
tightening up in any way laws on financial 
disclosure by candidates and lobbyists and 
campaign contributions and expenditures 
But those wanting some measure of reform 
won out, and the result was something 
which can be tested and built upon if 
necessary 


We're not as certain as some of the 


senators that the petition drive would have 
failed Certainly the coalition appeared op- 
timistic that the required number of 
signatures could be obtained Coalition 


coordinator Peter Hoagland, in announcing 
Saturday that the drive would be aban- 
doned, said the member organizations 
"would certainly have been able to put the 
petition on the ballot" in the absence of a 
legislative substitute 


Now, having decided to halt the peti- 


tion drive, the coalition will "monitor" the 
effectiveness of LB987 if the governor signs 
it into law 


The coalition chose wisely, in our opi- 


nion 
The reformers in effect forced 


Nebraska lawmakers to do the job 
themselves — grudgingly or not — and that 
is the best way to do it The result is the 
Legislature's own creature and thus the 
lawmakers have a stake in it 


Hopefully the new law will further the 


ventilation of government and politics to 
the desired degree It is important that 
Nebraskans know and understand the in- 
fluences which shape the decision-making 
processes 


By being watchful, those such as the 


coalition members can determine the 
effectiveness of the legislation as passed 
and can work for the passage of 
amendments if needed They have a base 
from which to start — which is better than 
a possible alternative a Sunshine proposal 
defeated at the polls 


Of course, if the new law proves not to 


be tough enough and if the Legislature 
refuses to come to grips with the problem, 
the coalition or others could always revive 
the petition effort 


We remain convinced that Nebraskans 


are interested in open government

Ever since Jimmy Carter took 
the lead in the presidential elec- 
tion his opponents have been 
trying to prove he was all shell

This is the normal fate of the 


front runner especially if he s a 
newcomer and an outsider, and 
fair enough, too The closer he 
gets to the nomination, the more 
we need to know about his 
character, philosophy and 
policies, but it seems to this 
reporter that he s now getting a 


bum rap on the "ethnic punty" 
issue 


By an unfortunate choice of 


words, he seemed at first to be 
defending tbe principle and 
practice of segregated housing 
communities, and refusing to 
use federal power to interfere 
with the "purity" of all-white, 
ali-Insh or Polish or Italian dis- 
tricts, but he has now explained 
tune and time again that this 
was not what be meant and be 
has apologized for tbe blunder. 


His record in support of open 


housing — the right of anybody 
of any race, religion, or 
nationality to move into any 
neighborhood he chooses — is 
clear for everybody to see "I 
don't think there are ethnically 
pure neighborhoods in this coun- 
try,' he said "and it was a mis- 
take to use that word " 


Still, Carter did not support 


those who want the federal 
government to force the break- 
up of homogenous communities 
"I dont think," he insisted, 
"that government ought 
deliberately to break down 
ethnically oriented communities 
by injecting into them a mei iber 
of another race It seems to me 
this is contrary to the best in- 
terests of the community It 
creates disharmony, it creates 
hatred it creates an attitude of 
unwarranted government in- 
trusion " 


This still leaves room for 


honest disagreement and debate, 
for there are many experienced 


people in this country who 
believe that the housing patterns 
of the nation will become more 
and more segregated into 
checkerboard communities un- 
less the federal government does 
use its powers aggressively to 
create and even to compel in- 
tegrated communities 


* 
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Carter's opponents, however, 


are not concentrating on this 
quite legitimate issue, but are 
suggesting that Carter is a 
•segregationist after all Even Mo 
Udall, who usually plays tbe 
political game on the level, has 
implied that Carter purposely 
raised this issue just when 
George Wallace was fading from 
the race in order to pick up the 
Wallace vote. 


Rep 
Andrew Young of 


Georgia, who is Carter's 
foremost advocate in the black 
communities of the North and 
South, was quick to condemn 
Carter s use of the word 
"punty ' because it suggested 
the right of total exclusion of 
outsiders, but he was also first to 
warn of the dangerous issue it 
was raising 


"A lot of people who said, 


'You just can't trust a 
southerner,' " Young observed, 
"are going to say, 'See, I told you 
so' " 


Carter s reply to this is that he 


would rather withdraw from the 
race than introduce racial con- 
troversy into the debate, but the 
stop-Carter movement is gaining 
strength and losing altitude, par- 


ticularly in view of the critical 
Pennsylvania primary election 
late this month 


If Carter wins in Pennsylvania 


against the opposition of power- 
ful labor union, and pro-Jackson, 
pro-Humphrey and pro-Udall 
forces, it will be extremely hard 
to halt his momentum and deny 
him the nomination But if they 
do beat him badly in Penn- 
sylvania by backing Jackson and 
Udall, the chances are that 
Humphrey will get the nomina- 
tion 
£ 
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The question, however, is how 


they beat Carter. If they revive 
tbe "southern issue," just when 
the nation was finally getting nd 
of it and giving a southern can- 
didate an honest shot at the 
presidency, the Democrats will 
not regain the South but lose it, 
and probably the election as 
well. 


If they beat him on the fair 


issue of the use of federal power 
to compel integration, that is 
one thing, but if they beat him 
on the slip of the tongue and on 
phony charges that his record 
refutes, they will not only stop 
Carter but Humphrey as well 


So far, this has been a fairly 


clean election, but it has taken 
an accidental and nasty turn, and 
it is in the interest of the 
Democratic Party and the nation 
that the present issue be debated 
on tbe basis of tbe facts. It would 
be ironic if "purity" were turned 
into a dirty word.

Jerry Brown is different — no 
dou bt abou t it.

Bu t some pu blished 
descriptions of him giv e the im­ 
pression of a my stic — a man 
facing east and floating three 
feet off the grou nd — and that is 
su rely wrong Brown is not off 
on any clou d. He is cool, one 
might ev en say calcu lating He 
knows what he is abou t, which is 
the practice of politics.

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Curtis Asks GW Sugar Probe 


Washington (AP) - Sen Carl 


T Curtis called Monday for a 
Senate probe of the Great 
Western Sugar Co and its 
dealings with sugar beet 
growers and called on GW to 
"immediately offer" a contract 
acceptable to the growers 


Curtis introduced a resolution 


directing the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture and Forestry to 
investigate the Denver-based 
firm with respect to allegations 
by Nebraska sugar beet growers 
that they are being forced "to 
accept unfair and inequitable 
contract terms" and because 
GW "is the only reasonable 
source available to them for the 
sale of their commodity " 


If the resolution is approved, 


the committee would also look 


into charges of monopolistic 
practices by GW and into 
whether the company has 
"engaged in any unfair, un- 
ethical or illegal practices" in 
dealing with the growers 


The probe, Curtis said, would 


determine the extent to which 
GW "is involved with sources of 
sugar which are competitive 
with beet sugar" and whether 
there is a need for legislation to 
prevent unfair and dis- 
criminatory practices against the 
growers 


In a telegram to G Michael 


Boswell, vice chairman of the 
GW board of directors, Curtis 
expressed concern over the 
"company's contract practices 
with the growers and your 
failure to offer them a timely 


and acceptable contract" 


"Unless there is quick action 


for an acceptable contract, I 
regret to say that the Great 
Western Sugar Company will

A lot of Nebraska farmers mis- 


sed a chance to sell their cattle 
to Canadian packers for $12 a 
hundredweight more than U.S. 
prices this year, according to Dr. 
Dean Pnilsen, district 
veterinarian in charge of the 
federal veterinary service. 


"I don't think we had 20 peo- 


ple attend the seminar on how to 
qualify for the Canadian 
shipments. It is a long way up 
there and fairly expensive," 
Philson said. 


To qualify for shipment to 


Canada each "animal must be 
identified with a back tag or an, 
ear tag with a number. 


Each shipment must be ac- 


companied by a statement from 
the owner that he has owned the 
cattle at least 120 days and that 
he has not fed diethylstilbestrol 
(DES) or injected it into the 
animal 


The animals must be in- 


spected by a veterinarian who 
has to sign the form, saying that 
to his knowledge the animals 
were not fed DES. The inter- 
national health certificate must 
also be signed. 


Each farmer shipping cattle to 


Canada must attend a seminar 
on Canadian regulations to 
qualify as a shipper. 


An actual count of cattle 


moving across the border is 
made at Canadian ports of entry 
so there is no way of knowing 
how many might have come 
from Nebraska feedlots. Philson 
said. 


"All this paper work must 


originate at the farm," Philson 
said. "There were a number of 
.shipments made from Omaha by 
the Kay Corp., and there were 
some U.S. buyers with contacts 
in Canada active in seeking 
qualified cattle in the past two or 
three weeks." 


"There was a great deal of in- 


terest in this during the past 
three or four weeks but since 
cattle prices have improved the 
calls asking about it stopped," 
Philson said.

A lot of Nebraska farmers mis­ 
sed a chance to sell their cattle 
to Canadian packers for $12 a 
hundredweight more than U.S. 
prices this y ear, according to Dr. 
Dea n 
Phil son, 
district 
veterinarian in charge of the 
federal veterinary s®vice. 
“ I don’t think we had 20 peo­ 
ple attend the seminar on how to 
qualify for the Canadian 
shipments. It is a loi^ way up 
there and fairly ex pensive,” 
Phibon said. 
To qualify for shipment to 
Canada each‘animal must be 
identified with a back tag or an 
ear tag with a number. 
Each shipment must be ac­ 
companied by a statement frcx n 
the owner that he has owned the 
cattle at least 120 day s and that 
he has not fed dielhy lstiibestrol 
(DES) or injected it into the 
animal 
The animals must be in­ 
spected by a vet®inarian who 
has to sign the form, say ing that 
to his imowledge the animals 
were not fed DES The im®- 
nalional health cCTtificate must 
also be siped. 
Each farmer shipping cattle to 
Canada must attend a seminar 
on Canadian regulations to 
qualify as a shipper. 
An actual count of cattle 
moving across the bord® is 
made at Qinadian ports of entry 
so there is no way of knowii^ 
how many might have c(» ne 
from .Nebraska feediots. Philson 
said. 


“ All this paper work must 
originate at Uie farm,” Philson 
saicl. "Th®e were a number of 
shipments made from Omaha by 
the Kay Corp., and th®e were 
some U.S. buy ®s with contacts 
in Canada active in seeking 
qualified cattle in the past two or 
three w e ^ ” 
“ Ttere was a great deal of in­ 
terest in this durii^ the past 
three or four wedis but simre 
cattle prices have improved the 
cails askirtg about it stopped,” 
Philson said.

Principal Janies S. Huge an­ 
nounced Monday he will resign 
effective this summer to become 
superintendent of the Natrona 
County Public Schools, Casper, 
Wyo. 
Huge, 36, has spent 12 of his 13 
years in the teaching profession 
in the Capital City, including the 
last six as East High principal. 
“ It’s very, very difficult to 
leave Lincoln and East High, 
because I have very deep roots 
(here) and my family does, as 
well," he said. Huge will begin 
his new duties July 1. 


Huge will head the largest 
school district in Wyoming — 
790 staff members and 14,000 
students. 
His resignation opens two of 
the four public high school prin- 
cipalships this year, as Bill 


Bogar announced earlier he’ll 
retire after a 26-year career at 
Lincoln High. 
“ I’ve really appreciated the 
support our community has 
given me personally and our 
school,” Huge said. 
“ I ’ve had a lot of opportunity 
to travel and visit other school 
systems” and there is “ no finer” 
than Lincoln’s, Huge said. 


He received his bachelors 
degree in 1963 and masters in 
school administration in 1964 
from the University of Nebraska. 
He has done postgraduate work 
at Kansas State, California and 
NU where he is a Ph.D. can­ 
didate in educational ad­ 
ministration. 
Born in Deshler, Huge 
attended now defunct University 
High in Lincoln and was 
graduated from the Holdrege 
schools. While at NU, he was a 
varsity basketball and football

letterman, and his gridiron 
career included three years as 
academic a 11-Big Eight and one 
as academic all-America. He was 
a member of the Innocents 
Society, senior men’s honorary. 
Married and father of two 
children, Huge since 1963 has 
been a KFOR Radio sports com- 


m entator and done play 
analaysis for the Cornhusker 
Football Radio Network. 
“ When Saturday afternoon 
comes and they yell, ‘Go Big 
Red,’ ” Huge said, " I’m going to 
miss that a great deal.” 
Huge has led many workshops 
for the National Academy of 
School Executives, and has 
served as consultant to other 
schools districts, state education 
departments and foundations. 
For the past three years he has 
guided a federal funded project, 
“ Learning Community School,” 
that could become a national 
model. 
He was, in 1973, a co-author of 
the book "School Climate Im­ 
provement: A Challenge to 
School Administrators” , which 
deals with community-student- 
educator satisfaction as a way to 
improve productivity. 
A member of Westminster 
Presybterian Church, Huge has 


also served on the Governor’s 
Professional Practices Commis­ 
sion for educators, Nebraska 
Drug Commission, and boards of 
Collegial Association for 
Development and Renewal of 
Educators, St. Elizabeth Health 
Center, YMCA, Lincoln Founda­ 
tion and Lincoln Community 
Services. 
He was named Lincoln Jaycee 
Outstanding Young Man in 1974 
and Nebraska Jaycee Outstan­ 
ding Young Educator in 1975. 
Supt. John Prasch said, 
“ We re very unhappy to see him 
go because he’s done an out­ 
standing piece of work for us.” 
But for Huge’s career advance­ 
ment, “ We re happy to see him 
move into a superintendency. 
We think he’ll handle that kind 
of a job very well.” 
Prasch said no successor has 
been considered yet for Huge, 
who is paid a $26,150 base salary 
annually.

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Pay Phones Being Lowered 


GREAT FOR KIDS TOO

Some pay phones in town are shrinking. 
Telephones in some public buildings have been 


lowered by the Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Co. 


The result is that dial panels and coin slots are 


within the reach of people sitting in wheelchairs. 


The impetus for the low phones was recent state 


legislation requiring public buildings constructed with 
state, county or city dollars to have facilities, including 
pay phones, which are accessible to the handicapped. 


At the University of Nebraska-Lincoln sports com- 


plex, two of 12 telephones were specially designed for 
use by people in wheelchairs. 


Although public telephones usually are over 60 in- 


ches from the floor, the two special fieldhouse 
telephones measure only 48 inches from the floor to 
the coin slot. 


The ten other telephones distributed throughout the 


sports complex are 54 inches from the floor to the coin 


slot. These too are accessible to most people in 
wheelchairs, and the reduced height complies with the 
recent state legislation. 


According to Ron AM, LT&T sales supervisor, 


telephones also have been lowered at other locations in 
the tity — at the County-City Building, an outside booth 
at 14th and 0 Sts., at Perching Auditorium, Lincoln 
Community Center Building and the Safeway store at 
23rd and 0 Sts. 


Another will be installed in the new Federal 


Building, Ahl said, adding that all the phones in the new 
state office building also will be accessible to the han- 
dicapped. 


The lowered telephones will display the blue and 


white international symbol of access. 


Although the access symbol can be seen on some 


buildings and other public facilities in many of the 
nation's communities, most citizens are confused as to 
what the symbol really denotes. 


Where the access symbol is displayed the han- 


dicapped know their mobility will not be hindered by 
any architectural barriers such as narrow doors, stairs 
and unlevel entrances which make movement in a 
wheelchair impossible. 


The symbol was adopted in 1969 by Rehabilitation 


International, a federation providing rehabilitation ser- 
vices for the disabled in more than 60 countries. 


The international symbol of access should be dis- 


played only on those buildings intended for public use in 
which a person in a wheelchair can enter unassisted, 
conduct his business, and return to the mainstream of 
pedestrian traffic or a parked automobile without 
meeting physical impediments of design or construc- 
tion," according to a publication explaining the 
specifications. 


In some public buildings individual facilities such as 


restrooms, water fountains and elevators may be 
modified for easy use by the handicapped.

chemicals and that McCollister’s 
bill would apply only to some.

terests, state of health, self- 
image, finances, family con­ 
ditioning, needs and wishes of 
those we love, our own wishes, 
and mood of the moment, just to 
list a few. When all is said and 
done, each of us decides for 
himself or herself how to live life 
from day to day. 
Some persons age impercep­ 
tibly. They slow up very little 
and very gradually, and they 
have some sensitive inner clock 
which enables them to constant­ 
ly adjust their functions to their 
needs and abilities. 
Others age suddenly, often due 
to a serious illness or operation 
which depletes their physical 


resources and leaves them 
enfeebled. Happily, these per­ 
sons can frequently regain good 
health and with it a restoration 
of their sense of well-being, 
though their activity level will be 
more limited than it was before 
they became ill. 
Every reader knows at least 
one person who looked at the 
calendar and suddenly decided 
that he or she was old. 
The decision does not relate to 
any particular year of life; it in­ 
volves a state of mind and the 
state of mind produces so-called 
"aging" effects on that person’s 
appearance, vigor and finally on 
the bones and muscles as well. 


These are the persons I feel 
sad about. It seems to me that 
they give up o much which could 
enrich their lives by their 
decision: " I’m old.” 
What all this comes down to is 
that each of us is aging. Every 
day we get a little older. 
Becoming old happens to every 
person who lives long enough, 
but it does not happen to any 


two persons in exactly the same 
way. 
We can accept the effects of 
aging which we feel in ourselves, 
revel in the capacity for living 
and loving it which we retain, 
and disregard the calendar as a 
yardstick. Each of us has our 
own measure of aging in our own 
head.

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Street Plan Comment Awaited

The City Council decided Mon- 


day to let a citizens committee 
comment before using the 
state's relations for building 
streets instead of the city's 
regulations. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta is 


proposing the city drop its Street 
Action Plan and use the less 
restrictive state action plan in- 
stead 
Sikyta's action was 


prompted by the recent council 
decision on Fremont St. 


Sikyta claimed the city's plan 


apparently is too restrictive, 
since a majority of the council 
chose not to follow the 
procedure set down in the plan. 


Lynn Jones, chairman of the 


Citizens Advisory Group on 
street planning, urged the coun- 
cil to postpone a decision until 
the group has a chance to make a 
recommendation. 


Jones said a subcommittee is 


reviewing the plan and may 
recommend some modifications 
to make the street plan simpler. 
Originally, the city's plan was 
patterned after the state's. 
However, the state has since 
amended its plan 


The action plan sets out 


procedures the city must follow 
to build or improve streets. 


If the council adopted the 


state plan, Councilman Bob 
Jeambey pointed out, state 
procedures would eliminate 
citizen participation at an early 
stage in the street planning 
process. 


Jeambey said the state plan 


doesn't require officials to meet 
as soon with residents who 
would be affected by a street 
project. 


Additionally, Jeambey said, 


the state plan would not require 
the City Council to take action 
on a street project as early as the 
city plan does. 


Would Make Difference 


If the city were operating un- 


der state procedures the council 
would not have had an oppor- 
tunity to restrict the width of 
Fremont street at a hearing held 
last month. That action would 
have been delayed until a later 
meeting. The council will discuss 
the matter in two weeks. 


In other business, the council 


reconsidered its action denying 
Bettie Gant permission to 
operate a center for the mentally 
retarded in the Yankee Hill area. 


Councilman Max Denney 


called for reconsideration so that 
council could receive a report 
from Human Services Coor- 
dinator Bob Clark. 


Vote Was 4-3 


Last week the council voted 4- 


3 to deny Mrs. Gant's applica- 
tion. Denney voted against the 
application. However, Denney 
said several people have con- 
tended the council hadn't 
received enough information. 


Denney, who voted against the 


application, said he doesn't 
know if he'll change his vote or 
not. 


Mrs. Gant wanted to use a 


two-story house at 4301 S.W. 
12th St. to care for a maximum 
of 12 retarded people. 


The council also held a hearing 


on William Hines's application 
for a change of zone from B Two 
Family to K Light Industry on 
the east side of 22nd, north of 
Potter. Members of the Clinton 
Neighborhood

testified against the application.

Constitution, Bible Used 
To Back Gun Argument 


Myron Ebel. bent the City Council's ear 


with a little homespun philosophy on gun con- 
trol Monday, backed up by the Constitution 
and the Book of Exodus. 


Ebel, 5400 Myrtle St., told the lawmakers 


he didn't think too much of any laws which 
regulated the control of handguns. 


Ebel's remarks came as the council was 


conducting a routine hearing on legislation to 
repeal and ordinance restricting concealed 
weapons. The city's law conflicts with state 
law and the city attorney's office has 
recommended that the city version be 
dropped. 


The Constitution gives Americans the 


right to bear arms, Ebel said, while the Bible 
gives people the right to protect themselves. 
To prove his point, he read from the Constitu- 
tion and the Bible. 


After reading from Exodus, he assrted 


that "God gives us the right to shoot an in- 
truder." 


But, he pointed out, a shooter has to be 


more careful about whom he shoots during the 
day than at night. The Bible admonishes peo- 
ple that it's easier to catch a thief in a person's 
home during the day, Ebel told the law- 
makers, which included minister Bob 
Jeambey. 


In a soft-spoken voice, Ebel said citizens 


have the right to carry weapons to protect 
themselves — from other citizens and from 
the government as well. 


Gun registration is just an attempt by 


government to control the people, said Ebel, 
who operates a clock and watch repair 
business. 


He concluded by handing out a pamphlet 


on gun control and saying, "I want my 
handgun." 


The council, which is supposed to act on 


the dty ordinance next week, remained mute 
during Ebel's brief presentation. 


Council Endorses Transfer 
Of Animal Control Functions 


City lawmakers said Monday 


it's time to "get tough" and en- 
force the city's animal control 
laws. One proposal is the crea- 
tion of an animal control division 
in the City-County Health 
Department. 
- 


The City Council and mayor 


endorsed transferring many of 
the duties now handled by the 
private Humane Society to an 
arm of city government. That ac- 
tion can be interpreted as a blow 
to the Humane Society, which 
has been under fire the past year 
for its handling of dog control 
problems. 


"Nothing is going to work if 


we have to depend on the 
Humane Society for anything." 
Councilman Bob Sikyta 
remarked. 


The council directed the 


health department to figure out 
how much it would cost to 
transfer animal pickup and en- 
forcement duties to the city. The 
council will take official action 
this summer when it adopts the 
budget for next year. 


6 Officers Proposed 


Under 
the 
proposal, 


recommended by the Pet Ad- 
visory Committee, six animal 
control officers would be hired 


to step up enforcement of the 
laws. 


Although thftse health depart- 


ment officers would do most of 
the work, Lincoln police officers 
stih would be called in if a 
problem arises with a pet owner. 


Police officers now have the 


authority to issue citations to pet 
owners for violations of the 
animal control laws, but most 
police officers would rather be 
doing regular police work, com- 
mittee members said. 


Pay Own Way 


The goal of the program, 


member Tom Ekvall said, is to 
make the program pay for itself 
through the fees collected. 


More revenue could be ob- 


tained by hiking the dog license 
fee to $7, with half price for 
neutered animals. A $2 late fee 
would be levied against pet 
owners who failed to pay their 
license fee by April 1. 


The pound fees should be in- 


creased from $6 to $10 for a first 
offense. $8 to $15 for the second 
offense and from $10 to $25 for 
the third offense, the committee 
suggested. 


A new feature proposed by the 


committee would allow an 
animal control officer to return a

Constitution, Bible Used 
To Back Gun Argument 


Myron Eb el b ent the City Council’s ear 
with a little homespun philosophy on gun con­ 
trol Monday, b acked up b y the Constitution 
and the Book of Exodus. 
Eb el, 5400 Myrtle St., told the lawmakers 
he didn't think too much of any laws which 
regulated the control of handguns, 
Eb el's remarks came as the council was 
conducting a routine hearing on legislation to 
repeal and ordinance restricting concealed 
weapons. The city’s law conflicts with state 
law and the city attorney's office has 
recommended that the city v ersion b e 
dropped. 
The Constitution giv es Americans the 
right to b ear arms, Eb el said, while the Bib le 
giv es people the right to protect themselv es. 
To prov e his point, he read from the Constitu­ 
tion and the Bib le. 
After reading from Exodus, he assrted 
that "God giv es us the right to shoot an in­ 
truder.” 


But, he pointed out, a shooter has to b e 
more careful ab out whom he shoots during the 
day than at night. The Bib le admonishes peo­ 
ple that it’s easier to catch a thief in a person’s 
home during the day, Eb el told the law­ 
m akers, which included m inister Bob 
Jeamb ey. 


In a soft-spoken v oice, Eb el said citizens 
hav e the nght to carry weapons to protect 
themselv es — from other citizens and from 
the gov ernment as well. 
Gun registration is just an attempt b y 
gov ernment to control the people, said Eb el, 
who operates a clock and watch repair 
b usiness. 
He concluded b y handing out a pamphlet 
on gun control and saying, "I want my 
handgun ” 
The council, which is supposed to act on 
the city ordinance next week, remained mute 
during Eb el’s b rief presentation. 


Council Endorses Transfer

City lawmakers said Monday 
it's time to “get tough" and en­ 
force the city’s animal control 
laws One proposal is the crea­ 
tion of an animal control div ision 
in the C ity-C ounty H ealth 
Department.

But authorities said 
they had delayed their departure 
until Tuesday morning because 
they did not want to fly at night. 
The hijacking, which began 
last Wednesday in the southern 
Philippines, is now in its sixth 
day.

way to bargain for a new car7 


Dealers say that the person who 
gets the best price is the one who 
studies up on the car he wants 
before even walking into the 
showroom "Sometimes a guy 
walks in here who could afford 
dn extra $50 or $100, one auto 
salesman told me "but he 
knows his stuff and gets a good 
deal Then someone with less 
money and less knowledge, 
walks in, and winds kip paying 
more 
' There's no great mystery to 
boning up for an auto negotia- 
tion Anyone can do it, e\en if 
vou dont know much about 
cars Here are the steps 


(1) Shop for a new car wtule 


vour old one is still running This 
gives vou time to study the field 
and order exactlv the car you 
want If vou have to buy off the 
dealer s floor vou might have fo 
take some expensive options that 
vou otherwise wouldnt have 
ordered 


(2) You can get better pnces at 


certain times of year Cold dark 
days in winter are a good time to 
bm because there isnt much 
traffic m the showrooms and 
dealers mav give an extra $50 on 
price to make the deal You 
might get a similar break during 
a long ramv spell The end of a 
month is often a good bet, there 
might have been a sales contest 
going on which makes dealers 
especially eager to move cars 
Big ads in the window often 
suggest price breaks are possi- 
ble 


The business pages of your 


paper can give clues as to where 
the discounts are to be found If 
vou notice for example that no 
Vegas or Tonnos were built last 
week (production figures are in 
Pridav s Wall Street Journal), it 
mav mean there s a surplus, 
hence a possible price break 
The news that small cars are

selling more slowly than 
manufacturers expected also 
suggests that their price may be 
more negotiable now 


you 
(3) Decide on the car 


want, and all the options, 
walking into the showroom to 
buy A sure shopper is less easily 
swayed by a salesman than one 
who is undecided On the other 
hand don't close your mind to 
whatever good suggestions the 
salesman has to offer You can 
bone up on the good and bad 
points of various models by get- 
ting the annual April auto issue 
of Consumer Reports ($1 from 
Consumers 
Union, 256 


Washington St, Mount Vernon, 
N Y , 10550, or at your library) 


(4) Price the dealer's cost of 


the car in advance This is easier 
than you might think There are 
publications that carry the 
wholesale prices of all the new 
models plus all the available op- 
tions Three of them are Ed- 
mund s New Car Prices or Ed- 
mund s Foreign Car Prices (295 
Northern Blvd 
Great Neck, 


N Y 11021, $195 plus 50 cents 
handling), and 
Car/Puter's 


AutoFacts New Car Prices 
(Davis Publications, 229 Park 
Avenue South. New York, N Y 
10003, $1 50), from the 
publishers or on newsstands 
These guides tell vou to the pen- 
ny what the dealer paid at the 
factory for the car you want 
Add the freight charges (shown 
on the sticker) to get the dealer s 
total cost This tells you where 
the bargaining line lies 


(5) Visit two or three dealers, 


price-book in hand, to see what 
you can get A good approach is 
this — "I know this car cost you 
$4,000 I'll give you $4,200, and 
you can write the order nght 
now 


Thats $200 over cost, enough 


for many dealers Some will 
accept no less than $300 over 
cost, others will take $125 over 
cost 


If you get your price, dont 


bother shopping further 
However, it s worth paying a lit- 
tle more for a dealer whose ser- 
vice department you know to be 
good Note When you're offered 
a low price, make sure it in- 
cludes the cost of preparing the 
car for the road Normally, 
"dealer prep" is included in the 
sticker price but some dealers 
lure you in with a low offer then 
sock you with a big "prep' 
charge 


A dishonest dealer might give 


you a low price, then, when the 
car comes in, dream up an 
excuse for charging you more 
He may say it arrived with an op- 
tion you didn't order (in hopes 
you re in such a hurry for the car 
you 11 take it anyway) He may 
say it came in the wrong color, 
but he can get vou the nght color 
tomorrow for just $150 more 


If something like this happens, 


you re simply being conned Tell 
the dealer firmly to re-order the 
car, with the nght options and 
colors Chances are that the nght 
car will materialize shortly, and 
at the price you were promised 


(6) Don t lie to the salesman 


about an extravagantly low price 
vou got down the street He 
knows it's not true, so it won t 
sway his offering pnce And 
once vou ve said it, it makes it 
hard for you to accept a more 
reasonable offer without feeling 
youve lost face In my next 
column 111 cover some more 
points to remember when 
buying cars

New York - What’s the best 
way to bargain for a new car? 
Dealers say that the person who 
gets the best price is the one who 
studies up on the car he wants 
before even walking into the 
showroom. "Sometimes a guy 
walks in here who could afford 
an extra $50 or $100,” one auto 
salesman told me, "but he 
knows his stuff, and gets a good 
deal. Then someone with less 
money, and less knowledge, 
walks in, and winds jup paying 
more.” 
' 
There’s no great mystery to 
boning up for an auto negotia­ 
tion. Anyone can do it, even if 
you don’t know much about 
cars Here are the steps: 
(1) Shop for a new car while 
your old one is still running This 
gives you time to study the field 
and order exactly thé car you 
want. If you have to buy off the 
dealer's floor, you might have to 
take some expensive options that 
you otherwise wouldn't have 
ordered. 
(2) You can get better prices at 
certain times of year. Cold, dark 
days in winter are a good time to 
buy, because there isn’t much 
traffic in the showrooms and 
dealers may give an extra $50 on 
price to make the deal. You 
might get a similar break during 
a long rainy spell. The end of a 
month is often a good bet, there 
might have been a sales contest 
going on, which makes dealers 
especially eager to move cars. 
Big ads in the window often 
suggest price breaks are possi­ 
ble. 
The business pages of your 
paper can give clues as to where 
the discounts are to be found. If 
you notice, for example, that no 
Vegas or Tonnos were built last 
week « production figures are in 
Friday's Wall Street Journal), it 
may mean there’s a surplus, 
hence a possible price break. 
The news that small cars are

se llin g m ore slow ly than 
manufacturers expected also 
suggests that their price may be 
more negotiable now. 


(3) Decide on the car you 
want, and all the options, before 
walking into the showroom to 
buy. A sure shopper is less easily 
swayed by a salesman than one 
who is undecided. On the other 
hand, don’t close your mind to 
whatever good suggestions the 
salesman has to offer. You can 
bone up on the good and bad 
points of various models by get­ 
ting the annual April auto issue 
of Consumer Reports ($1 from 
C o n sum e rs 
U n io n , 
256 
Washington St., Mount Vernon, 
N.Y., 10550, or at your library). 


(4) Price the dealer’s cost of 
the car in advance. This is easier 
than you might think. There are 
publications that carry the 
wholesale prices of all the new 
models, plus all the available op­ 
tions. Three of them are Ed­ 
mund’s New Car Prices or Ed­ 
mund's Foreign Car Prices (295 
Northern Blvd., Great Neck, 
N Y. 11021, $1 95 plus 50 cents 
handling), and C a r/P ute r’s 
A utoFacts New Car Prices 
(Davis Publications, 229 Park 
Avenue South, New York, N Y. 
10003, 
$1.50), 
fro m 
the 
publishers or on newsstands. 
These guides tell you to the pen­ 
ny what the dealer paid at the 
factory for the car you want. 
Add the freight charges (shown 
on the sticker) to get the dealer’s 
total cost. This tells you where 
the bargaining line lies. 
(5) Visit two or three dealers.

price-book in hand, to see what 
you can get. A good approach is 
this — “I know this car cost you 
$4,000. I’ll give you $4,200, and 
you can write the order right 
now.” 
That's $200 over cost, enough 
for many dealers. Some will 
accept no less than $300 over 
cost, others will take $125 over 
cost. 
If you get your price, don't 
bo the r shopping fu rthe r. 
However, it’s worth paying a lit­ 
tle more for a dealer whose ser­ 
vice department you know to be 
good. Note: When you’re offered 
a low price, make sure it in­ 
cludes the cost of preparing the 
car for the road. Normally, 
"dealer prep" is included in the 
sticker price, but some dealers 
lure you in with a low offer, then 
sock you with a big "prep” 
charge. 
A dishonest dealer might give 
you a low price, then, when the 
car comes in, dream up an 
excuse for charging you more. 
He may say it arrived with an op­ 
tion you didn’t order (in hopes 
you’re in such a hurry for the car 
you'll take it anyway). He may 
say it came in the wrong color, 
but he can get you the right color 
tomorrow for just $150 more. 
If something like this happens, 
you’re simply being conned. Tell 
the dealer firmly to re-order the 
car, with the right options and 
colors. Chances are that the right 
car will materialize shortly, and 
at the price you were promised. 
(6) Don't lie to the salesman 
about an extravagantly low price 
you got down the street. He 
knows it’s not true, so it won’t 
sway his offering price. And 
once you’ve said it, it makes it 
hard for you to accept a more 
reasonable offer without feeling 
you’ve lost face. In my next 
column I’ll cover some more 
po in ts to rem em ber w hen 
buying cars.

Four-Year Pact Gives NBA Players More Benefits

NEW YORK (AP) - The National 


Basketball Association players, already the 
highest-paid athletes in any sport, received 
more financial benefits Monday with the 
finalization of a four-year collective 
bargaimng agreement. 


The players, whose average salary is 


$109,000 per year, were given extra benefits 
in areas of playoff money, pension, cost-of- 
living, meal allowance money, and medical 
and life insurance coverage. 


The agreement, announced at a news 


conference by Larry O'Brien, NBA com- 
missioner, and Larry Fleisher, general 
counsel for the Players Association, dears 
the way for the league and the players' un- 
ion to submit its resolution of the 6-year- 
old Oscar Robertson suit to Judge Robert 
L. Carter of Southern District Court in New 


York. 


The two parties had resolved the Robert- 


son case on Feb. 3 in Philadelphia during 
the All-Star Game break, but had withheld 
presenting it to Judge Carter until reaching 
agreement on a new collective bargaining 
contract. The old labor agreement had 
expired June 1,1975. 


Fleisher said the bargaining agreement 


would be retroactive to include this season 
and would incorporate parts of the Robert- 
son suit, which will be presented for ap- 
proval to Judge Carter within about a 
week. 


Among the key points in the new agree- 


ment were: 


-Increases in the playoff pool from 


$950,000 to $1 million this season, to $1.05 
million next year, to $1.1 million in 1978

and to $1.15 million in 1979. 


-Increases in pension benefits from $60 


to $75 per month, effective at age 50, plus 
cost-ofliving increases in 1979 and 1981. 


—Increases in per-diem meal allowances 


from $19 per day to $24 per day this season, 
to $25 per day from 1976-78 and to $26 in 
1978-79. 


-Increases from $35,000 to $50,000 in 


medical and life insurance coverage, plus 
expanded use of arbitration for medical 
disputes involving injuries. 


—Increases in the winning shares of the 


AU-Star Games, from $500 to $1,000 per 
game for the winners and from $300 to $650 
for the losers. 


In addition, the minimum salary, which 


was $20,000 per year, was increased to $30,- 


000 through the 1978-79 season. 


"I am proud to announce we have 


resolved internally a far-reaching 
agreement," said O'Brien. "I have never 
believed that two sides can gain anything 
from protracted court litigation. 


"This is a giant step, an affirmative ac- 


tion that has been taken," he continued. 
"This marks a new era in management- 
player relations." 


O'Brien estimated that the labor agree- 


ment would cost each of the league s 18 
teams about $28,000 per year. 


"The primary interest is that of the fan 


and ... (this) will keep the emphasis on 
the court instead of in it."

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


possibility of negotiations re- 
suming between the rival Na- 
tional and American Basketball 
Associations mushroomed Mon- 
day with the disclosure by NBA 
Commissioner Larry O'Brien 
that a federal judge had sug- 
gested the leagues reopen talks 
about settling the pending ABA 
antitrust suit against the older 
league. 


O'Brien said he learned from 


the NBAs counsel that at a ses- 
sion with Judge Robert L. Carter 
last Friday in Southern District 
Court of New York the judge 
suggested "the parties explore 
the possibile resolution of that 
lawsuit." 


The NBA commissioner, 


meanwhile, emphasized that 
the league's position on the pos- 
sibility of a merger with the 
ABA still was the same as in 
February when the league's 
owners 
voted unanimously 


against merging with any other 
pro basketball league. 


However, Simon Gourdine, 


the NBA's deputy commission- 
er, said, "There is nothing that 


prevents the NBA owners from 
changing their minds." 


The trial date for the lawsuit is 


June 1, but the NBA has been 
seeking an extension. The suit 
charges the NBA with engaging 
in monopolistic practices 
designed to drive competitors 
ou.t of business. 


It was combined with an ear- 


lier class action suit filed in 1970 
by Oscar Robertson and several 
other players against the NBA. 


The Robertson suit is being 


settled out of court, and needs 
only Judge Carter's approval to 
be finalized. That is expected to 
come shortly after he receives 
the final papers, sometime 
within the next week. 


In lieu of the judge's sugges- 


tion that the parties resume dis- 
cussions on the suit, O'Brien 
said, "I would anticipate hear- 
ing from ABA Commissioner 
(Dave) DeBusschere in that con- 
text. 


"The judge has recommend- 


ed that we talk, and both sides 
want to comply with the 
judge's wishes," he added. 


result in higher ticket prices, the com- 
missioner said, "Hopefully, we will be able 
to hold the line. It would be detrimental to 
pro basketball if there was an escalation in 
ticket prices." 


"We are happy and delighted with the 


agreement," said Fleisher. "It is good to 
see that things can be accomplished 
through tough, hard negotiating." 


Fleisher was particualrly pleased with 


the inclusion of the cost-of-Iiving phase of 
the contract. "This is the first time in 
professional sports that the inflationary 
spiral has been taken into consideration," 
he said. "The last time we signed a con- 
tract in 1972. the players were very con- 
cerned what their dollars would be worth 


by the end of the agreement." 


Boston's Paul Silas, president of the 


Players Association, also was pleased. 


"The main thing is that now we can con- 
centrate totally on basketball and not 
worry about the possibility of a strike," he 
said. 


"This will make for happier times for all 


of us," he added. "The atmosphere and the 
climate of the sport is going to be different. 


This puts us ahead of most other sports in 
this country, such as baseball and football, 
which are having their problems at the mo- 
ment in this area.

'Girls Shouldn't Be 
Football Players' 


BOSTON (UPI) - The Massachusetts Senate Monday 


passed a bill prohibiting girls in public school from wrestling 
with boys or playing on coeducational football and hock- 
ey teams. 


The bill was passed on a voice vote after considerable 


debate and adoption of amendments weakening the original 
bill which would have prohibited virtually all coed sports. 
The measure now goes to the House. 


Support for the original bill was voiced by Sen. Walter J. 


Boverini, D-Lynn, co-chairman of the Education Committee 
and a former high school football coach. "This is not a 
question of women's lib," Boverini said. "It's a question 
of health and welfare of young people. Girls shouldn't be 
allowed to play football. Sometimes it's even too dangerous 
for men." 


Boverini said the legislation was filed in reaction to 


regulations issued by the state Board of Education which 
prohibit local school committee's from restricting coed 
sports. 


He said the regulations exceeded the scope of the an- 


tisex discrimination legislation under which the rules were 
promulgated. 


Boverini said 19 of the 24 members of the committee 


which drafted the regulations were women and there were 
no doctors on the panel. 


Edward L. Burke, D-Framingnam, opposed the bill 


saying the matter of coed sports is best left to local officials.

BOSTON (UPI) — Th e Massach u setts Senate Mo nday 
passed a bill pro h ibiting girls in pu blic sch o o l fro m wrestling 
with bo y s o r play ing o n co edu catio nal fo o tball and h o ck­ 
ey teams. 
Th e bill was passed o n a v o ice v o te after co nsiderable 
debate and ado ptio n o f amendments weakening th e o riginal 
bill wh ich wo u ld h av e pro h ibited v irtu ally all co ed spo rts. 
Th e measu re no w go es to th e Ho u se. 
Su ppo rt fo r th e o riginal bill was v o iced by Sen. Walter J. 
Bo v erini, D-Ly nn, co -ch airman o f th e Edu catio n Co mmittee 
and a fo rmer h igh sch o o l fo o tball co ach . “Th is is no t a 
qu estio n o f wo men’s lib,” Bo v erini said. “It’s a qu estio n 
o f h ealth and welfare o f y o u ng peo ple. Girls sh o u ldn't be 
allo wed to play fo o tball. So metimes it’s ev en to o dangero u s 
fo r men.” 
Bo v erini said th e legislatio n was filed in reactio n to 
regu latio ns issu ed by th e state Bo ard o f Edu catio n wh ich 
pro h ibit lo cal sch o o l co mmittee’s fro m restricting co ed 
spo rts. 
He said th e regu latio ns ex ceeded th e sco pe o f th e an- 
tisex discriminatio n legislatio n u nder wh ich th e ru les were 
pro mu lgated. 
Bo v erini said 19 o f th e 24 members o f th e co mmittee 
wh ich drafted th e regu latio ns were wo men and th ere were 
no do cto rs o n th e panel. 
Edward L. Bu rke, D-Framingh am, o ppo sed th e bill 
say ing th e matter o f co ed spo rts is best left to lo cal o fficials.

was hospitalized with a severe concussion and 
club officials said he will remain there for at 
least three days and will be sidelined for 
another two weeks. 


The Nordiques called a news conference Mon- 


day night and said they will withdraw from the 
WHA playoffs immediately unless three 
demands are met. They demand that: 


—Jodzio be banned from hockey for life. 


—Coach Crazier be suspended for the WHA 


playoffs. 


—WHA vice president Poile resign or be fired 


immediately. 


"Unless all three demands are met im- 


mediately, the Nordiques will not go to 
Calgary for W e d n e s d a y's game," said Nor- 
diques president John D'Acres. 


D'Acres said that in an effort to make the 


WHA Board of Directors reach a quick decision 
on the matter the club will withhold the receipts 
from the first two playoff games with the Cow- 
boys. The gate receipts total about $70,000. 


D'Acres told reporters also he has contacted 


management of the Houston Aeros and the 
Toronto Toros and he has the full support of 
these two clubs. 


The Nordiques president said he wanted 


Crazier suspended because he has been told 
Crazier instructed Jodzio to "go get Tardif" just 
before the bloody brawl.

D'Acres said the Nordiques wants the resigna- 


tion of Poile because many of his decisions have 
been "bad" and were directly aimed against 
the Nordiques.
